on the monthly cost—monthly cost, 200/. to 2507. That it would take 
from one to two years to prove the mine ; if it was agreed to continue the 
coneern on a r scale, and if the operations were so carried on, he 
would, he said pay up his calls regularly, and would render his gratuitous 
services. until he left England. The value of the things on the mine 
was about 250/., which, if brought to auction, after deducting all expenses 
might give them 200/. 

‘Fhe CuatnMan said, that these two reports of Captain Trebilcock were 
quite at variance with the opinions he had always previously expressed, 
and the directors did not know how to act, or what to advise ; he would, 
however, suggest as the best apparent mode, that the mine should be con- 
tinued at the very lowest expense, sufficient to keep the concern in their

The in Brighton Raitway Company, is thereby 
empowered to commence their line from a point of junction with the Croydon 
Railway, near the town of Croydon. A clause is also inserted in the Act, by 
which the South-Eastern Dover Railway Company will have the right of 
using the first twelve miles of the Brighton line, viz., from Croydon to 
Earlswood Common. The Dover Company may, therefore, be considered as 
having abandoned their previous intention of making a separate and expen- 
sive line, with unfavourable gradients, from Croydon Common to Oxted. A 
further point of some interest to the Croydon Company, under this clause, is, 
that the carriages of the Dover, as well as those of the Brighton Company, 
will use nearly the entire line of the Croydon Railway. 
In order more fully to appreeiate the favourable position of this company, 
which your directors always believed to be secure, whether the Brighton 
Railway Bill passed the Legislature or not: it should be also stated, that 
Parliament, proceeding apparently upon the expediency of checking the ex- 
cessive multiplication of railway speculations, whieh, if favoured any longer, 
must have terminated by causing some embarrassment to the financial con- 
ceins of the companies already incorporated, has a new scheme of 
Standing Orders, by the influence of which, premature applications for rail- 
way acts will be effectually checked, and the capital of the country will be 
applied to the completion of the important new lines now in course of exe- 
cution. Being in no small degree favoured by this regulation, this company

The CHA1rnMAN expatiated, at great length, upon the importance and 
utility of the undertaking, which would facilitate the access to and from the 
extreme western and south-western dstricts of the metropolis, and the 
London and Birmingham and Great Western Railways. The present 
andertaking connected two of the most important railways of the present 
day ; viz., the Great Western and the London and Birmingham, upon 
which a eapital of nearly two millions and a half had been employed ; 
by this connexion, the company must eventuelly derive considerable 
wealth. 

Lord Kenstneron eulogised the directors and secretary for the exer- 
tions made in furtherance of the undertaking, having listened with very 
great attention to the reading of the report, which was a most flattering 
one. With reference to the proposed terminus at Knightsbridge, he was 
of opinion that it would be highly desirable to have the terminating 
station at that place, in lieu of at the “ a Toy. ”” He did not 
make the assertion because he had considerable land in that neighbour- 
hood, but from a convietion founded on important facts, which the meet- 
ing well knew were stubborn things. His lordship concluded his obser- 
vations by remarking that the very existence of the capital of the company 
depended upon the extension of the line to Knightsbridge.

The CHarnman, at some length, introduced the report | of ‘the .com- 
mittee, observing on the difficulty they»had 4. meneary in drawing it up, 
80.as to meet the views of all. It was.not,'however, compulsory on the 
bondholders to, assent:to the proposition .of the Mexican. Government, or 
to the modification, as recommended by the committee ; they.could, \if 
they pleased, dissent from both, and ‘take their own steps to recover full 
payment. He,-however,,sh wld d them.to act.together,.and he 
doubted not but’ that the modification recommended would'be assented to 
by the Mexican “Minister in this country.

So much interest must be generally excited at the present mo- 
ment with reference to the approaching meeting of the British 
Association for the Advancement of Science, that we believe it 
will not be unacceptable to many of our readers if we digress a 
little from our ordinary routine, to glance at the labours and pro- 
ceedings of this large and influential body, which is so soon to 
re-assemble in one of the great commercial capitals of the country 
—a meeting which will bring in close, and, we trust, in mutually 
advantageous connexion for a time, those individuals whose zeal 
and talents are now employed;in sustaining and advancing the high 
scientific reputation of our country, with those upon whose enter- 
prise and ability the commercial greatness and prosperity of Great 
Britain may be considered in great measure to depend. 

To the present meeting of the Association we are disposed to 
attach much importance, both from the locality which has been 
chosen (in every respect a most favourable one), from the compa- 
rative maturity of the Association, which at first a grand but some- 
what dubious experiment, has now been not only in existence, but 
in active and successful operation for the period of seven years, and 
alsofrom the improved arrangements, suggested by past experience, 
which it is understood are on this occasion to be carried into effect. 
The situation and local peculiarities of Liverpool are exceedingly well 
calculated to facilitate the transit of members from all parts of the 
country—situated intermediate between the northern and southern 
extremities of the island, and possessing the greatest possible fa- 
cility of communication, not only with Ireland but with America, 
the influx of visiters will, in all probability, be very great. On 
arriving at their destination, they will be surrounded with objects 
of the highest interest, while the spacious buildings of the town, 
placed for the time at the disposal of the General Committee, are 
admirably adapted for the dispatch of business. 

The Association will, for the first time, on the present occasion 
be fairly located in the midst of the commercial and manufacturing 
population of the country. In saying this, we speak not of Liverpool 
alone, but of Manchester, which by railway communication is so 
closely connected with it, and of the surrounding districts generally, 
which, on whatever side the traveller arrives, present to his notice 
abundant evidence of the commercial enterprise, and mechanical inge- 
auity which havelong flourished in that interesting part of our island. 
Among those objects calculated to excite attention, we would 
briefly name the great coal-field of Lancashire, the foundation of its 
extensive manufactures, the rock salts deposits of the neighbour- 
ing county of Cheshire, and the lead mines of Flintshire and Den- 
bighshire—all within a convenient distance of the place of meeting. 
It is in true accordance with the spirit of the Association to meet 
in a spot like this, which, however uncongenial it may at first 
sight appear to science, presents so many objects claiming its at- 
tention, and promising to repay, with practical advantage, the exa- 
mination which may be devoted to them. 

In thus glancing at the circumstances which characterise the 
approaching meeting of the Association (of which our columns 
will shortly contain an ample detail, so far at least as they touch 
upon those sciences, connected either directly or indirectly with 
the objects of our publication) we are induced to take a brief retro- 
spect of the origin and proceedings of a body, which, although 
dating its existence but a few years back, includes so large a 
portion of the tzlent and intellectual eminence of our country, and 
holds so prominent a station in the estimation, not of England 
alone, but of the whole world. 

The meeting at which the Association was first organized, took 
place at York, in September, 1831, where, in consequence of a 
circular issued by the * Yorkshire Philosophical Society,” invit- 
ing their attendance, between three and four hundred gentlemen, 
including many of the most distinguished scientific characters in 
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the kingdom, had assembled. The objects proposed by the pro- 
moters of the meeting were—to approximate men of science toge- 
ther—to increase the means of familiar intercourse between them 





give a further stimulus to the advancement of scientific research 
—to overcome, by united exertion, those difficulties which were 
beyond the reach of individual enterprize. ‘These, and many other 
topics, were ably explained and enforced by Lord Mitton and the’ 
Rev. Vernon Harcourt, upon whom, as President and Vice- 
President of the “ Yorkshire Philosophical Society,” devolved the 
task of organising the embryo Association. We need not say that 
the first meeting at York fully realised the expectations of those 
who attended ; and of itself sufficientlyZdemonstrated the prac- 
ticability and beneficial effects of such an institution as the foun- 
ders had proposed to establish. The second meeting of the Asso- 
ciation was held at Oxford, in June, 1832, and fully confirmed the 
favourable results anticipated from the first. Every facility was 
afforded by the heads of the University for the accommodation of 
the numerous visiters, and. the transaction of the business which 
formed the principal object of their assembly. 

In the following year the meeting of the Association was held 
at Cambridge, where the reception from the University was equally 
cordial with that of the preceding year at Oxford. The publication 
during the same year of a volume of “Transactions,” containing se- 
veral highly valuable reports on the state and progress of different 
branches of science, gave sufficient evidence of the zeal and ability 
with which the Society had laboured, during the short period it had 
existed, to supply those desiderata which were considered of the 
most importance to the advancement of knowledge. 

In 1834, the Association‘held its meeting at Edinburgh, and in 
the following year at Dublin, each meeting being distinguished by 
a large, and indeed practically inconvenient, accession of members’ 
At both these cities the greatest interest was excited by the pro- 
ceedings, and every facility, in.the use of public buildings, &c., 
was offered for transacting the business of the various sections into 
which the Association is divided, while the feeling with which the 
meeting was regarded by the inhabitants, was testified by numerous 
and gratifying acts of hospitality and attention to their distin- 
guished visiters. 

The sixth meeting of the Association took place at Bristol, about 
the end of August, last year, and the proceedings on that occasion 
must be too fresh in the recollection of our readers, to require any 
notice in our hasty sketch. Of the various papers communicated, 
having reference to geology, mineralogy, chemistry, mechanics, or 
other subjects connected with mining and metallurgy, copious ab- 
stracts appeared in our Journal ; and on the value and interest of 
these communications, no comment can be necessary. We would 
merely observe, that we shall adopt a similar plan on the present 
occasion, and hope, from personal attendance, to be enabled to se- 
cure a full report of all such matter as may be interesting to our 
readers, from its connexion with the objects of our publication, 
considered in the most comprehensive point of view, and we be- 
lieve there is no pursuit which claims the aid, not of one science 
alone, but of many combined, in a greater degree than that of 
mining. 

The British Association has now published three volumes of 
** Transactions,” containing the reports read at the different meet- 
ings, in which the present state of knowledge on various branches 
of science is carefully marked out and defined, by some of the most 
distinguished members in each department, thus affording an in- 
valuable guide to its cultivators in prosecuting further re- 
searches. Those subjects which are most deserving of attention, 
and most likely to lead to discovery, are pointed out in the recom- 
mendations of the several committees; and not only does the 
Association thus ably guide research into the most desirable and im- 
portant channels, but it affords considerable pecuniary aid in mak- 
ing experiments and investigations involving expense, which might 
be burdensome to individuals. It is greatly to the honour of the 
Association, that theamount of several thousands out of its funds has 
thus been devoted already to the advancement of science, while the 
influence deservedly possessed by a body thus constituted, has on 
several occasions been exerted in applications to Government for 
its powerful aid and co-operation in forwarding measures connected 
with the objects which the Assgciation has in view—objects which 
we consider to be co-extensive both with the intellectual eminence 
and national greatness of our country. 

We have now briefly glanced at some of the most important 
features which distinguish the great Society, which, concentrating 
from all parts of the kingdom, will, on Monday, assemble at Liverpool 
and carry on its operations for the advancement of science during 
the ensuing week, in this busy centre of trade and commercial 
activity. A more detailed notice does not fall within either the 
scope or limits of the present article, but enough has we hope been 
said to show the nature of the Association, the value of its labours, 
and the importance which must be attached to its periodical as- 
semblies. 








In our present number will be found two out of the many com- 
munications we have received’ on the subject of the “ Duke of 
Cornwall’s Harbour and Victoria Railway.” The one we will not 
remark upon, it is a matter between Mr. Ross and the writer, or 
we should rather say, between Sir Joun Ross and his co-direc- 
tors and the public. The charges are of a serious nature, as in- 
volving character. We trust that the explanation, which the letter 
must necessarily call forth, will exculpate the parties from all 
blame, and that a medium course will be pursued, avoiding all 
acrimony and recrimination. 

The letter of “ A Subscriber” calls for some remarks from us, 
having ventured to give an opinion last week, with the correctness 
of which it appears our correspondent does not agree. We profess 
not to be “learned in the law,” and we think “ A Subscriber” may 
also plead “ Not Guilty.” He contends that the “ two companies 
are very opposite to each other in character,” and observes, that in 
the one case some 6000 to 7000 shares were subscribed for and 
duly registered, while, in the other, that of the “ Duke of Corn- 
wall’s Harbour,” only about 500 have been registered, and on those

but a small proportion of the calls paid. Now, we must confess, 
to our simple understanding, this does not appear to us to hey 
out the conclusion at which our correspondent arrives. It is a dig. 
tinction without a difference—the same principle applies to the 599 
shares as to the 6000., while he does not meet us on the 
ground we took up, that of the Parliamentary Contract 
Deed. Each company possesses an Act of Parliament, 
and it is by virtue of the clauses therein that the director, 
are empowered to make calls—to recover them by legal process, 
and to forfeit shares. Our correspondent tells us that the defen, 
dant allowed judgment to go by default, and thereby he woulg 
infer the merits of the case were not entered upon,- inasmuch 
that, he says, with respect to the “ Duke of Cornwall’s Harbour” 
Company—“ let a case fairly go before an English jury, and they 
will know how to deal with it.” We will whisper in the ear of oy; 
learned correspondent, that a jury has no discretion—the Act of 
Parliament is produced in Court, the clauses read, the evidence 
adduced that the call has been made in strict accordance with the 
terms of the Act—the Judge charges the Jury, and tells then 
they are bound to give a verdict for the plaintiff, which is given 
accordingly. If he will peruse carefully those clauses to which we 
refer, he will find that the defendant, in the instance cited last week, 
acted prudently in not incurring more law expenses than could be 
avoided, as there is no legitimate defence to an action of this na. 
ture. The remark, that “the directors have declared the shares 
to be forfeited,” we think is not borne out by facts. The letter, if 
we remember rightly, said “ will be forfeited ;” but a reference to 
the Act itself will, we think, show that another step beyond the an. 
nouncement is necessary to complete the forfeiture. How far the 
directors may have relieved the sharehulders in equity we will not 
say—we think fully—but this is a question which, in all probabi. 
lity, will be mooted and settled in a court of law. We believe both 
to be in the wrong ;—would it not then be better to meet amicably, 
and not waste moncy in litigation, exciting angry feelings, inflicting 
an injury on Joint Stock Companies generally, and gaining an un. 
enviable notoriety ?—We should say, Yes. 








Our readers will doubtless peruse with surprise the communica. 
tion, inserted under the head of “ Mining Correspondence,” with 
reference to “ Wheal Brothers,” from which it appears that the 
operations at that mine are suspended. Many months have not 
elapsed since the value attached to the property was Two Hundred 
Thousand Pounds! Without any other data on which we can 
arrive at a conclusion, but that of the letter referred to, we are at 
a loss to conceive what ‘change has taken place, or to what cause 
we are to ascribe the sudden transition. Dividends have been de- 
clared,'debts incurred, a committee of investigation appointed, pub. 
lic meetings have been held, a call of 5000/. made, an engine 
erected, favourable reports transmitted—and three lines convey the 
information to the shareholders, that “ a suspension of workings 
took place on the 31st ult.” That there is a something wrong, no 
one can doubt—whether it is with the London or Cornish manage- 
ment—whether it is attributable to the system, or whether there is 
an ‘‘ under current” working, and with whom we are not prepared to 
say. These are matters that we must leave to the shareholders to 
determine.

ECONOMY IN MINING. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL. 
Siz,—The anticipated results went upon the fall in the price of 
to which I endeavoured to draw the attention of the great body of 


= n shareholders, in a letter published in the Mining Journal, of 
ber 10, 1836, have now become formidable and frightful facts ; 
and it is to be , that some steps were not then taken to check, at 


least, that which I so clearly pointed out, as inevitably fatal to the hopes 
of London shareholders. Since which, much has been written upon the 
scrip system—you have written again and again, to admonish and warn 
inst extravagant expenditure—you have been constant in your endea- 
to uphold the main-spring, the very essence of mining economy, the 
only true way to success in most, if not all instances, and yet “to this 
complexion have we come at last’’—there is not a day passes but a mine 
s somewhere around us. Some advocates of the cost-book system, 
and who hold the scrip as faulty, attribute to its imperfections the daily 
jJures ; but in what way the form or constitution of a company, or the 
means by whicha certain capital is raised, for a certain purpose, can effect 
the success of that purpose, I have yet to learn. It is true the scrip 
m may be expensive in its London establishments, it may be pre- 
judicial as @ means of admitting many meddling individuals indiscrimi- 
nately to guide the helm, seeing that one of its qualifications for leader- 
ship is thequantity of shares in the hand—sans sense in the head, or honour 
in the h thus lead to squabbling and petty rivalry ; but it cannot 
interfere with the character and amount of expenditure on the mine, upon 
which alone, independent of all other means of raising the capital, I con- 
ceive the question of success firmly to depend; nor can. the capabilities 
and riches of a mine be estimated with reference to anything beyond such 
immediate expense ; it is true the mine may become bankrupt for want of 
means, and it will be useless to look back to discover whether the hards 
were too lavish in London, or too bold in Cornwall. The time is past, nor 
can it be pleaded by the sufferers, that either you or myself are pointing 
out that which is so plain to all, for you have from week to week exposed 
the evil and pointed outthe meansof redress, while I should myself be sorry 
sgain toencounter the repeated disagreeables I have met with in my constant 
endeavours to put aside abuses, and in a word, produce a batch of ore at 
the smelters, at the least mining cost ; in some instances I have met with 
success; in others, where the madness of wanton expenditure has made the 
case incurable, I have found it impossible, by the most rigid economy, to 
free the concern from its early mismanagement. But, Sir, you have done 
much, and may do more; certain parties may and do laugh at the word 
economy, and let them condemn it, what have they as a proof of the 
eficacy of an opposite system ? a mine half tried, a body of disappointed 
shareholders—what indeed, have such (and there are many) to boast ? the 
mt state of the county of Cornwall gives an answer—since then, 
former remonstrances have been disregarded, and as my anticipations have 
roved too true, a hint in the present dilemma may have a little effect. 
In my letter of the 10th of December, I as much as said that when 
men were out of work they would be willing to get in again at any rate, 
and parties in Cornwall would then work their mines as well as any they 
chose to select of the deserted, by heart-sick London adventurers ; they 
understood what I meant, and laughed in their sleeves, nor do I blame 
them—I blame the adventurers for abandoning the mines, when labour is 
so much cheaper than it was a year ago—but you will say, if they 
all hold on and take your advice by continuing to work, the inducement 
will vanish, and labour be as it was before, in great demand. Not so, all 
cannot, all will not work, and those that do, should work under the ex- 
press stipulation, that wages and labour must for a time be curtailed, or 
not work at all—the poor miners in hundreds of instances will agree to 
this—I know them, and have daily converse with them—they say, ‘‘ give 
us work, Sir, if it only half-pay let’s have a pay day, we know if you open 
your mine it will be for all our good, as by so doing we may come on 
that which will pay us all well—to stand still is worse than all’’—they 
know they must eventually work for their own country mines, becatse at 
wch times, as I have said, they wisely do their labour. With respect to 
agencies and captain-ships’, such capacities must bow to the general 
pressure, not only by showing increased activity, but by submitting to 
curtailment. And those who are too short-sighted to see the general 
necessity and eventual good, should be taught, that no class of men in 
business are above the influence of a general depression, arise from what 
cause it may. By such means, as well as a eareful expenditure upon real 
ldour, and abandoning all luxury, and such as I call unnecessary inci- 
dental expenses, things will get better; there are many in Cornwall, I can 
assure you, Sir, upon which these hints will not be lost ; but as to the 
worthless class, who estimate the goodness of their mine by the depth of 
their rum-bottle, and whose motto is, ‘it’s a poor bal without a punch- 
bowl,’”’ they are past reclaiming, and should be made to work for their 
liquor at least, while the number of worthless idlers who are allowed to 
wear the captain’s jacket, and be called agents, to the great annoyance and 
disgrace of the more respectable legitimate mining captains, if the mer- 
cenary patronage by which they exist, cannot be prevailed upon to with- 
draw these persons and save their pay, they should be made to work. Cases 
of this kind are so numerous that exposition is loudly called for, and a 
proper alteration be among the means of relieving the shareholders. 
There is yet another means of relief ; none who are acquainted with the 
fact, will ever forget the liberality of Lord de Dunstanville, in refusing to 
take dues from one of our best mines during a temporary depression— 
What was the consequence? a successful struggle with a partial evil, and 
an easy flow of riches for years after—let our granters of mines follow the 
illustrious example for their own sakes. Such a man as De Dunstan- 
ville would have considered it base and mean to fall upon a body of strug- 
gling adventurers, and snatch with a greedy hand the /egal share of the 
few doles of tin their labours had produced, till those labours had put it 
in their power amply to repay him his rightful dues. With such conces- 
sions, such is the advantage of the present time, that I will undertake to do 
work on a mine at forty per cent. less than could have been done at this 
time last year. If Nature’s resources have not altered with the times, which 
is out of the question, some adventurers, at least, will find in these circum- 
stances a counter-balance to the present low price of mineral, which it is 
agreed on all hands has seen the worst, and as is usual, will doubtless 

retrogade to the great advantage of mine proprietors.

takings for the country’s good, require not the encomiums of Mr. George 

Ross; but I will presently show to what unworthy ends the patronage of 

these illustrious ns has, in this instance, been applied, and I thank Mr. 

Ross for the opportunity which this renewed introduction of his brother 
me, 

I stated at the meeting that the project was concocted in fraud; I have 
now to prove that 1 was warranted in that assertion. The prospectus states 
the engineers of the company to be Messrs. Roger Hopkins and Sons of 
Plymouth, and the consulting engineers, Sir John Rennie, F.R.S., and 

Rennie, Esq., F.R.S.—the estimated cost for constructing the har--

per annum on the capital of 165,000/._ To this prospectus is annexed a 
report of proceedings ata — stated to have been held at the Crown and 
Anchof Tavern, on the 5th of March, 1836, ‘‘ to receive certain important 
communications and adopt resolutions thereon,’ at which Sir John Ross, 
the ’s brother, presided. At this meeting, several resolutions, moved 
and seconded by eight members of Parliament, are represented to have been 
Wanimously carried. The above estimates and the resolutions passed at 
this meeti the basis offered to the public, on which the company was 
to be established. Now, let us examine whether they were true or false—and 
first as to the estimates, It appears by the report of the committee of the

House of Commons on the bill, dated 20th of May, 1836, that the only 
rsons examined in sup rt of it were Messrs. Roger Hopkins and Rice 
opkins, gentlemen residing at Plymouth, and never before heard of by the 

parties who embarked in the undertaking, or certainly, by very few of them, 

while the high reputation of Sir John nie and Mr. George Rennie was 
known to them all, and on that and that only, did they confide for the accu- 
racy of those estimates. But what is the fact? why, Mr. George Rennic de- 
clares, ‘‘ that he was in no wise concerned in it, and that he has never given 
an opinion upon its merits or demerits ;’’ by this, I apprehend, is meant, that 
he never gave a professional opinion, but he has recently told a gentleman, for 
whose yeracity I pledge myself, that he last year visited the site of the pro- 
posed harbour—that he considered the project as one of the wildest that was 
ever entertained, and that the erection of the breakwater alone would cost 
half a million! It may suit Mr. Ross’s purpose to disavow Mr. George 

Rennie as a consulting engineer of the company, but I am too well aware of 

his worth, and the high estimation in which he is deservedly held, to part with 

him ; his name is printed in the prospectus in large Roman capitals, in juxta 
position with his eminent brother, and if it did not suit Mr. Ross to obtain 
from him his professional opinion, as he was bound to do, I feel convinced 

Mr. Rennie will approve of the publicity thus given to his sentiments on this 

notable project. 

We are tld by Mr. Ross that Sir John Rennie has in his report confirmed 
the estimates of Messrs. Hopkins and Sons, and that the chairman at the 
late meeting said, that Sir John Rennie, and not his brother, ‘‘ considers it 
to be a good speculation, likely to be advantageous to all, concerned in it; 
that this report is in his (Mr. Ross’s) possession, and is open to the inspec- 
tion of any shareholder desirous of seeing it ;’’ but on calling at the office of the 
company to peruse it, I learnt that it was kept locked up by Mr. Ross, and 
that in his absence could not be seen—if I succeed in obtaining a sight of it 
I will give the result in a PS. to this letter—in the meanwhile, I will mention 
that Sir John Rennie lately told the gentleman already alluded to, that he never 
makes an estimate of the cost of a projected work unless he visits the spot 
on which it is to be erected ; that he was not at the place in question; and 
that he never made any estimate of the cost of either harbour or railway, or 
gave his sanction to any made by others, and moreover, that he never offered 
any estimate of profits—that bis report, which related to the harbour only, 
was hypothetical ; made on the data and estimates of others, for the correct- 
ness of which he was not responsible. Let Mr. Ross send you an extract 
from Sir John Rennie’s report, and I am sure you will be happy to insert it 
in your columns; and let bim at the same time tell you why Sir John was 
not examined before the committee on the bill ? 

Tn addition to this information relative to the consulting engineers, I may 
be permitted to state the opinion entertained of the project by parties residing 
in Cornwall, which was expressed at a public meeting held at Camelford, on the 
3rd of June, 1836, at which Richard Doidge, Esq., presided. At that meeting 
a resolution was passed, concluding in these words :—‘*‘ That the said railway, 
together with the Duke of Cornwall’s Harbour proposed to be united thereto, 
have bren conceived in the most entire ignorance on the subject, and if per- 
sisted in, must terminate in the entire discomfiture of the projectors as will 
as the loss of the whole capital embarked therein.’’ Moreover, the over- 
whelming objection to the site of the proposed harbour, in consequence of 
the heavy ground-swell to which it is exposed, the effect of which has been 
abundantly proved at Boss Castle and Bude, between which places Tre- 
moutha is situated, has been ably shown by Mr. Ashton, in his letter in your 
Journal of May, 1836—at both places have similar works becn constructed, 
and in both instances proved ¢otal failures. 

And now, as to the meeting held at the Crown ahd Anchor Tavern; it 
was convened by public advertisement, ‘‘ to receive certain important com- 
munications and adopt resolutions thereon ;’’ the four first resolutions, which 
were in favour of constructing the harbour and railway; and obtaining an Act 
of Parliament for the purpose, were represented to have been moved and 
seconded by eight members of Parliament, not one of whom was there present 
—the two most important of t. se resolutions, the second and third, I am 
compelled to insert at length—t»e second attributed to Sir W. L. P. Tre- 
lawny and Mr. Pendarves, was— 

‘That this meeting having examined the charts and reports of the engi- 
neers employed to survey that coast, is of opinion, that Tremoutha Haven, 
in Cornwall, where abundance of suitable materials for the construction of 
breakwaters and piers may easily be had, is admirably adapted for the for- 
mation of a harbour of refuge, and no place on that coust appears betier 
suited for the purpose ; whilst the great depth of water and capacity of the 
haven, affords ample accommodation for more than 500 vessels of large bur- 
then, even for ships of war, and will admit of their entering it at all times of 
the tide.”’ 

The third, attributed to Sir Henry Hardinge and Mr. Ramsbottom, was :— 
‘¢ That this meeting considers, that in the event of such a harbour as pro- 
posed being determined upon, the construction of a railway fiom thence to 
the nearest market-town of Launceston, being adopted in connexion there- 
with, whereby its benefits may be diffused over a large agricultural district (?)* 
would render the combined undertaking not only one of great public advan- 
tage, but apparently a sure source of considerable private emolument to ad- 
venturers in the enterprise.” 

Here, then, have we the approval of the charts and reports of the engineers 
in favour of the project, and an encouragement for adventurers to invest their 
capital in it; this goes forth as having really passed at the meeting, and 
thus was the fraud practised upon the public. Mr. George Ross says, 
‘* Whilst it is to be admitted to be equally true, that the whole of the mem- 
bers and other gentlemen who were represented to have moved and seconded 
certain resolutions at a public meeting were nof personally present, but 
some of them were, and none will deny that they have approved of those 
resolutions in writing, and permitted their names to be used on the occa- 
sion ;’? but Mr. Ross knows that to the honourable members only does 
the question of being present or absent apply, and, in justice to them, I 
must continue my doubt of their having adopted so unusual and extraordi- 
nary a course until confirmed by themselves. Again Mr. G. Ross says, ‘I 
willingly take blame to myself for any irregularity that some may attach to 
that proceeding ;’? but who cares one farthing whether he takes blame to him- 
selfornot? f call upon the chairman, Sir John Ross, who is shown up with all 
his distinctions of honour, for his justification ; he, as chairman of the meeting 
signed his name and gave the sanction of his authority to the world for pro- 
ceedings which did not take place—it had the effect which I have a right to 
believe and do believe, was intended—to deceive the public—and it is for Sir 
John Ross alone, to justify, if he can, this act of deception. 

I trust, Sir, I have, although I fear at a tedious length, established my 
position, that the project was concocted wn fraud > and, I think I may add, 
that it justly deserves the appellation of a bubble aet—but, Sir, I wish it to 
be distinctly understood, that I confine this graye charge to the projector 
and his abettors, be they whom they may—the honourable chairman of the 
directors aud the directors collectively, I regard as,their chosen victims, and 
I feel satisfied that they will do all that, as honourable men, they are 
bound to do, towards the proprietary. 

It is admitted that 235/. is all that has been paid upon the two calls on 
6600 shares. I will give Mr. Ross the benefit of his calculation on only 
5000 shares, amounting to 15,000/.; it is immaterial for my argument 
whether 235/. be the paid-up proportion of 19,800/. or 15,0007. Can there 
be a clearer manifestation than this of the determination of a proprietary to 
abandon the undertaking ? 

Mr. Ross knows that the time for the payment of the second call expired 
the day before the meeting, but he shall have also the benefit of the six days 
he claims tor the directors, which will carry him on-to the 9th of August. 
Now, if their calls had been paid on the 14th, the date of his letter, would 
he not have been too happy to have announced it? 

As to the question whether the directors had paid the first call at the time 
of the meeting, which, on the nine remaining, as stated by Mr. Ross, would 
have amounted to 180/. of the 235/., why was not that solved by the pro- 
duction of the banker’s book? and why, upon its having been moved aad 
seconded by two qualified shareholders, that it should be sent for, was 
it still withheld ?—the attempt to include this voucher for cash payments 
and receipts with the books of the company, which were not even al- 
luded to, is truly pitiable. But was not the examination of books and 
accounts, of receipts and payments and vouchers, the chief object of 
the Legislature in enacting that half yearly. general meetings be 
held? It is evident, then, that the directors collectively have already 
virtually abandoned the project, and they will doubtless suon convene the 
shareholders to dissolve the company, pursuant to the resolution carried at 
the meeting; its continuance can only be entertained by the visionary and 
Quixotic mind of its projector, who seems so unwilling to separate himself 
from his spurious bantling. His pruject for adopting a more limited scale for 
the harbour is worthy of himself—there is: just as much likelihood of accom- 
plishing the one as the other—besiles, he ought to know, that such alteration 
would require a second Duke of Cornwall’s Harbour Act, which even he will 
hardly attempt to obtain under the revised standing orders on railway bills. 

Mr. Ross need not be apprehensive that the directors will, by abandoning 
the Act, ‘‘ make a mockery of the Legislature ;’’ the mockery practised upon 
it was by himself and his abettors in procuring the Act—its abandonment is 
the inevitable consequence of its fallacy. The public have a right to com- 
plain that the Legislature should have passed the act on the evidence alone 
of ae engineers, employed by the projector, ot corroborated by other 
evidence. 

Mr. Ross says, ‘‘ No act of Parliament, which had to contend against op- 
position in both houses, was ever obtained at a less expense.’’ But I have 
already shown that no evidence was offered against the bill before the com-

of railway is described ‘to pass through a thinly-peopled district, without sand, | 


limestone, mines, slate, granite, or commerce in its course,’’ 
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mittee of the House of Commons—the only debate which took place was 
upon bringing up the report; and in the Lords, although evidence was of- 
fered when the bill was in committee, it was refused, use the bill had 
been allowed to pass unopposed in the committee of the Lower House. So 
much for the o ition it met with ! 

I did not, as Mr. Ross chooses to state, buy my shares in the market ; but 
paid the deposit on them into his own hands. - 

Mr. Ross still glories in his project—I am content to expose its fraud.

Sirx,—In your Paper of the 2d instant, you cite the above case as one 
in point, to show that the directors of the ‘‘ Duke of Cornwall’s Harbour’’ 
cen enforce payment of the two calls which they have made upon the 
proprietary—but the two companies are very opposite to each other in 
character. In the one there were 7500 shares subscribed for, all regis- 
tered with the exception of 1000, and even most of these have been paid 
upon—whereas, in the ‘* Duke of Cornwall’s Harbour,”’ of 6600 shares, 
few exceeding 500 have been registered there, and only 230/. paid on the 
two calls—aud not one shilling of which, it would appear, has been paid 
by any of the directors. Besides, we have omitted to state, for the in- 
formation of the public, that Mr. Lewis, the defendant in the cited ac- 
tion, allowed judgment to pass by default—in short, he had no defence to 
make, being a registered shareholder. But you can hardly suppose, that 
that if the directors of the ‘‘ Duke of Cornwall’s Harbour’’ were-to try 
their strength at law, that a manly stand would not be made against 
them, and without even an appeal to the Chancellor. Let a case fairly go 
before an English jury, and they will know how to deal with it. Besides, 
the directors have declared the shares to be forfeited according to the 
provisions in the Act of Parliament—the first call not having been paid.
